King Baseball bowed himself in ma- 
jestically to Narberth fandom last 
Saturday when Manager Gene Davis' 
1932 edition played host to Paoli, de- 
fending champion, and got away to 
an auspicious start in the Main Line 
League, gaining a 5-1 victory over 
the invading maulers. 

The upper Main Liners had given 
two robust shocks to the circuit, first 
by withdrawing from action and then 
agreeing to come back on the eve on 
what would have been an opening day 
with little interest, since a league 
without a defending champion is 
about as exciting as a glass of milk 
to a Broadway entertainer. 

The town boys flashed good form 
considering that it was their first ma- 
jor engagement of the new campaign 
which they open with fond hopes of 
finishing on top instead of in the run- 
ner-up position to the Paoli crew. 
The latter aggregation is managed by 
Barney Umbach, hard-hitting outfield- 
er, instead of Charley Madden, he of 
the ever-present jaw full of tobacco. 
Charley has been elected president 
of the club and hereafter will have 
no active control of the players on 
the field. 

The crowd of faithful which lined 
the well-groomed diamond and partly 
filled the grandstands no doubt was 
pleased to see a former Borough play- 
er back in the fold and hurling his 
level best to put them off to a win- 
ning start. Tiny Howard Graham, the 
boy who possesses a speed ball that 
nobody can account for, since he is of 
such slight build, was pawing at the 
mound when the Davismen took to 
the field for the first inning of the 
brand new season. 

It will be remembered that Graham 
resigned from the town team last year 
to cast his lot with Lansdowne (Dun- 
kirk) and then moved up the Line to 
Paoli, later pitching fine ball against 
his old Narberth teammates. Satur- 
day he was in very good shape, con- 
sidering that it was the opening fray. 
Howie was nicked for nine hits, but 
kept them well scattered after the 
lone Paoli run crossed in the second 
canto. He issued only one ticket to 
first base, and silenced the heavy guns 
of the Umbachman in the pinches. 

The visitors grabbed a one-run lead 
when Manager Umbach clapped a 
clean single to right field, and after 
Phil Crandle skied to center field, Bob 
Scott, be-spectacled left fielder, broke 
off another bingle, but was caught 
napping off first and was nipped as 
Umbach raced to the hot corner. Bar- 
ney spiked the rubber shortly there- 
after on Jim Larkins' solid poke. 
Pitcher Art Brown followed by tag- 
ging still another one-bagger, but 
"Toady" Sims ended the dangerous up- 
rising with a pop-up to second.

Borough Gets County Aid for Improvement of 
Haverford Avenue From Essex to Wynnewood 

Final Details to be Ratified at Special Meeting of Council Tonight; 

Support of Organization Ticket at Primaries 

Seen as Instrumental 



The County Commissioners this 
week granted an application of the 
Narberth Borough Council for coun- 
ty-aid funds, which will make it pos- 
sible to install a permanent hard- 
surface pavement on Haverford ave- 
nue, from Essex avenue through to 
Wynnewood. According to the esti- 
mate of the Borough engineer, this 
work will cost $6500.00 The actual 
work will be done by the County. 

The Borough Council is holding a 
special meeting this evening in order 
to ratify the final details of this un- 
dertaking by the County, and there- 
by to make it possible for the actual 
work to begin at an early date. This 
will provide work for a considerable 
number of men who may, at present, 
be unemployed, but as the work is 
to be done entirely by the County, 
the selection of the laborers will be 
in the hands of the County officials. 
It is understood that they will favor 
the employment of Narberth labor as 



much as possible, because the County 
authorities desire to use their funds 
for unemployment relief just as ef- 
fectively as possible. 

The plans for this improvement call 
for a permanent hard-surface street 
at least 18 feet wide. An adequate 
and durable sub-base will be installed, 
and when work is completed it will 
mean that a more direct route from 
the Narberth business district to 
parts of Wynnewood and direct to 
Ardmore has been made available. 
It is expected that this will relieve 
some of the heavy traffic congestion 
which, at present, has been traveling 
on other streets in order to reach 
those points. The top surface will 
be "specification E," which is the 
same surface that was applied to 
Haverford avenue in the business dis- 
trict last year, and which, on other 
Borough streets, notably Wynnewood 
avenue, has proved itself to be un-

At their 
meeting on May 11 the Township 
School directors passed a resolution 
to the effect that Narberth pupils 
would have to discontinue their stud- 
ies unless the tuition bill were paid 
by the date specified. 

No formal notification was given 
the Narberth Board by the Township 
School directors of their action, ac- 
cording to a member of the Borough 
School Board. 

Better organization of the Narberth 
School for junior high school work 
was provided for by the appointment

Public and private discussions of 
. the merger project have frequently 
developed the statement that Nar- 
berth children average to excel and 
to win honors in the Lower Merion 
High School. That belief seems to 
be so well substantiated by printed 
announcements of the past and by 
the comments of high school teach- 
ers as be worthy of general accept- 
ance. If it is true that propor- 
tionately Narberth children aver- 
age to excel in competition with 
those from the Township, what is 
the reason? 

The ratings and honors which 
Narberth school children have been 
able to achieve in high school have 
unquestionably reflected creditably 
on the Narberth Public School, and 
it is in that light that this point 
is usually discussed. The Nar- 
berth school is entitled to- consider 
such a showing by its graduates 
as an indorsement of itself, for it 
is obvious that a school which was 
poorly equipped, badly adminis- 
tered and inefficiently taught could 
not make a good showing even with 
bright children. School children 
do not acquire educational apti- 
tude merely by being exposed to 
a schoolroom. The system, the in- 
tent and the plan to educate must 
operate on them. It may be ac- 
cepted as an established fact, there- 
fore, that the Narberth school as 
at present operated is doing a good 
job. 

But it seems to us that there 
must be a deeper cause which is 
constantly influencing the result 
revealed by Narberth children in 
high school. No one would attempt 
to maintain that the people of 
Narberth have evolved a biological 
strain of the human race which 
will invariably average to produce 
offspring of higher mentality than 
those who are born in the sur- 
rounding Township. Obviously the 
children of Narberth parents must 
. be approximately the same as those 
born of Township parents with the 
same averages of mentality. Why 
is it, then, that the Narberth strain 
shows a favorable average of pro- 
ficiency when high school age is 
reached 1 

We think that the student of 
such matters, be lie sociologist, psy- 
chologist, petlagogist or what-not, 
would find, if he eared to make 
this a matter of scientific research, 
that the difference is accounted for 
by some subtle variance in the 
viewpoint of the parents them- 
selves. The answer would be found 
somewhere close to the fact that 
there is a natural selectivity in 
reference to Narberth which has 
been in operation for a long time. 
Its social rating has been regarded 
as less distinguished than those of 
the adjoining Merion and Wynne- 
wood. People who were strongly 
influenced by 'such pretensions and 
the manner of life which they en- 
tail have avoided Narberth as a 
place of residence. 

In that is revealed one factor 
which has constantly operated to 
influence the type of people who 
would produce the children of Nar- 
berth. Those people are neither 
rich nor poor, neither proud nor 
humble. They are self-supporting 
and, what is more, self-disciplin- 
ing. It requires some power of 
renunciation, some mental poise, 



some appraisal of the values of 
life to make people recognize and 
accept that which is within their 
means. Those attitudes and de- 
cisions strongly flavor any home 
environment and the children who 
are exposed to it. 

We believe that the homes of 
Narberth are averaging to give the 
Narberth public school good co- 
operation in the training of chil- 
dre"n7 and that that is why we see 
a flowering of these two influences 
in the high school honors and rat- 
ings of the Narberth pupils. 



DVew <Books 



THE SILVER HORN, by Gordon 
Grand. Derrydale Press, $7.50.

The other day I was riding with 
an old friend of mine and two pleas- 
ant young ladies, who asked me count- 
less questions about horses and horse- 
manship until I was afraid they'd 
find out what a preposterous old bluff- 
er I am. During the ride one of 
them said: 

"Have you seen a new horse book 
called 'The Silver Horn'? It's a col- 
lection of short stories. Some of them 
were published in The Sportsman. 
Do you remember one about a man 
acting as huntsman in London one 
moonlight night and casting his hounds 
through Albermarle street? That one 
was 'The Silver Horn.' Then, there 
was 'Colonel Weatherford's Brush.' 
Surely you remember that! And re- 
cently 'St. Margaret of Ives' was 
published. There are all of those 
and many others in the new book, 
and vou don't know how I want to 
own it." 

I have been harking back in my 
memory to see if there is any com- 
parable writer in antiquity. Gordon 
Grand speaks not only with the au- 
thoritative assurance of a seasoned 
fox hunter, but turns out the most 
delightful poetry in prose that has 
graced the printed page in many a 
year. His stories may well descend 
as examples of artful, fluent writing, 
regardless of the subject matter. One 
feels in them that the author is sit- 
ting in a luxurious but tasteful li- 
brary, smoothly writing with a quill 
pen or carefully dictating to a middle- 
aged secretary. There is in it the 
odor of recent cigar smoke and the 
subtle elegance of old port. 

Nimrod had no such sympathetic 
understanding of his fellow-men, nor 
any such pleasant humor. Surtees 
was cruel in his cartooning and there- 
fore cannot be compared. None of 
the recent writers approaches the 
style, with the possible exception of 
Siegfried Sassoon in 'Memoirs of a 
Fox-Hunting Man." 

Try reading the chapter of "Colo- 
nel Weatherford's Brush" aloud. I 
did and nearly choked up before I 
finished the last two pages. Remem- 
ber, if you please, that I am a hard- 
bitten, weathered, toughened old fox 
hunter, and tears are no more a part 
of my nature or inclination than box- 
ing gloves would be to a radio 
crooner's. 

Colonel Weatherford is said to be 
a country squire who has now run 
the last run and has cantered quietly 
over the horizon that bounds this 
existence. I wondered, as I read, if 
the book is not actually biographical 
of some great character of recent 
hunting, just as other characters are 
thinly disguised and readily recogniz- 
able to those who knew the prominent 
American sportsmen. 

This volume, one of a limited edi- 
tion, is well worth the price asked 
for it. It will have permanent value 
to any gentleman's library, and I 
should not be greatly surprised to 
find the first editions rare within a 
very few months.

Revolt 

If The Vagrant were a radical, 
which he distinctly is not, he knows 
that by now he would be disgusted 
with the tameness of the American 
proletariat. It seems to have been 
pretty clearly demonstrated that, un- 
less the depression should eventuate 
into such a total collapse as to un- 
dermine organized society more than 
has yet occurred, there is nothing to 
fear from a revolt of the masses. Our 
present form of government is actu- 
ally much more menaced from the ex- 
treme right than from the extreme 
left. It is The Vagrant's opinion 
that there is today more serious 
weighing of the possibilities of a coup 
d'etat by the extreme conservatives 
than ever before in the history of the 
Republic. A United States Senator 
has recently been quoted as saying 
that what this country needs is a 
Mussolini. That is the most sinister 
and alarming manifestation of a 
changing attitude toward our gov- 
ernment that has come to The Va- 
grant's attention in a long time. A 
dictatorship under any Mussolini 
chosen and supported by that Sena- 
tor and his ilk would be no more 
agreeable to The Vagrant than one 
operated by some strong man of the 
proletariat. 

Watch Both Flanks 

Representative government as it 
has been known and revered here in 
America is not self-supporting in 
times like these. Three courses pre- 
sent themselves to thoughtful citi- 
zens. One leads to the extreme left; 
the second to the extreme right, and 
the other is the middle ground of loyal 
faith in the institutions which have 
been handed down to us and a stern 
determination to make them work and 
to abide by their decisions. The mid- 
dle course is the one in which a great 
majority of the people would natural- 
ly travel, but as they travel that way 
of contentment, they must be giving 
more alert attention to both flanks. 

The Right 

The principal reason why the ex- 
treme reactionaries will not attempt 
to set up a dictatorship of the Musso- 
lini type is because those men do not 
wish to take the cares of governing 
onto their own shoulders. They mere- 
ly wish to have the old-style prosper- 
ity restored so that they may again 
devote all of their energies to amass- 
ing personal wealth in great amounts 
from the abounding productivity of 
the American people. The pomp, pa- 
noply and even the power of absolute 
government holds no allure for them 
compared with that totally irresponsi- 
ble gratification of personal greed 
which they so recently enjoyed. Their 
present concern about government af- 
fairs is not based on any particular 
anxiety for the public welfare, but is 
merely an expression of an intense 
desire for a resumption of easy win- 
nings. 

The Left 

The principal reason why the ex- 
treme radicals will not attempt to set 
up a dictatorship of the Russian type 
is because they are too few, too much 
split by facionalism and by fine-spun 
theory and are lacking capable lead- 
ership. The reasons which cause the 
radicals to be so impotent here all 
grow out of the fact that modern 
radicalism is a recent foreign impor- 
tation. No matter how practical it 
may be in Russia, in America it is 
largely pure theory. The American 
masses detect it as such and are not 
convinced by its arguments. Karl 
Marx prophesied many things more 
correctly than is common in human 
experience, but he did not foresee the 
Russian revolution nor the form that 
it has taken. It was distinctly Rus- 
sian, and a proletarian revolution in 
American would be just as distinctly 
American. The time has not yet ar- 
rived when the American masses have 
either the desire or the ability to or- 
ganize and maintain a revolution, and 
they certainly will not borrow one from 
a nation, which, possibly unjustly, 
they have always considered back- 
ward. 

Unwilling Aids 
Terrence Muldoon was not com- 
pletely pleased with the sudden emer- 
gence of his name in this column nor 
with the fact that The Vagrant had 
presumed to put into print a chance 
conversation which took place on the 
way to Clessons River. With some 
asperity he has pointed out that his 
first name is spelled with an "e" and 
not an "a" in the final syllable, and 
he is not quite sure whether he ap- 
proves of being a character in a col- 
umn or not. Gregory also avers that 
now he is reading this column, after 
all, and that he approves of it some- 
times, especially when there are no 
references to religious subjects. He 
prefers to drink life neat.

is quite able to meet all demands 
which may be made upon it for lum- 
ber, coal and building materials. 

This information was received con- 
tradicting a popular belief that the 
firm had been all but wiped out and 
was unable to do business as a result 
of losses sustained in the fire. In 
correcting this erroneous report, it is 
said on good authority that the prin- 
cipal loss was suffered in the lumber 
part of the business but that even 
here, the company is quite able to 
meet any demands which may be 
made upon it. 

The coal and building material sec- 
tions were unhurt by the flames. 
Lime, cement and other phases were 
untouched, and there is absolutely no 
reason for the rumor that the firm's 
facilities were seriously affected. 

For a time it appeared as though 
it might be handicapped due to the 
loss of a large amount of lumber, but 
this loss is easily replaceable and it 
is possible to supply any feature 
which may be desired upon demand.

usually satisfactory and durable. 

The failure of The Merion Title 
& Trust Company last October, in- 
volving some of the Borough's tax 
money, which was then on deposit 
there, made it necessary for Council 
so drastically to curtail the 1932 bud- 
get, tlj&t&almost no funds are now 
available for normal street repairs 
and improvement It has been the in- 
tention of Council last year to make 
this completion of the Haverford ave- f 
nue improvement a part of the 1932 
program, but that was abandoned 
when lit became necessary to curtail 
the budget It is the County Aid, and 
that only, .which makes it possible for 
the Borough to obtain this imporve- 
ment this yean 

The! negotiations with the County 
Commissioners were conducted by 
Charles V. Noel, whom the voters of 
the First District re-elected to the 
County Committee last month as a 
tried and true friend and supporter 
of the County Organization. Asso- 
ciated with Mr. Noel in this enter- 
prise , was Councilman Robert F. 
Wood, as chairman of the Borough 
Highway Committee, who, during the 
recenjt primary campaign, had ex- 
plained to the people of Narberth the 
difficulties which he had frequently 
met in any endeavor to negotiate for 
County aid. He had pointed out that 
it was usually necessary for him to 
obtain the endorsement of Peter C. 
Hess, the Township • Organization 
leader, and had ventured to predict 
that if the people of Narberth would 
support the Organization candidates 
in the primary campaign and demon- 
strate by their votes that they were 
not hostile to the County Organiza- 
tion, it would then be easily possible 
for the Borough of Narberth to go 
direct to Norristwn and, in its own 
name, obtain favorable consideration 
for any reasonable request for Coun- 
ty aid. 

In commenting on this Mr. Noel 
said, "We felt that during the prim- 
ary campaign we had pledged our- 
selves to the voters of Narberth to 
obtain such County aid directly and 
immediately after the primary, pro- 
vided the Organization ticket was 
supported. That ticket was hand- 
somely supported by the people of 
Narberth and it was, therefore, up to 
us to make good. No one claims any 
special credit for what has been ac- 
complished. The voters of Narberth 
did it all on the primary election day." 

It is known to the close friends and 
associates of Councilman Wood, that 
the paving of the westerly extension 
of Haverford avenue is a source of 
great personal satisfaction to him- 
self, because it brings to a final com- 
pletion the street improvement pro- 
gram which he initiated in 1924, and 
which, with the co-operation of the 
people of Narberth, has been so suc- 
cessfully accomplished. When this 
Haverford avenue work has been com- 
pleted, there will remain in Narberth 
no public streets that are not covered 
with an adequate and substantial 
modern surface. Narbrook Park, 
Lantyn lane and Beechwood lane are 
still privately owned by the abutting 
properties and public funds for their 
improvement and maintenance cannot 
legally be expended on them. 

The plans for the improvement of 
Haverford avenue, by means of the 
County aid just granted, include the 
elimination of an open ditch on the 
south side of that street. The sur- 
face water which now flows through 
that ditch into the brook will be piped 
underground, which will greatly im-
